*Tis done! The Luther League of Canada is no 
longer an independent body within the United Lutheran 
Church of America, but an integral part of it. At the 
Second Biennial Convention held in Waterloo on Sep- 
tember 2nd and 3rd, the young people’s organization of 
the Canada Synod decided to affiliate with the Luther 
League of America and thus brought to an end the 
anomaly of an independent organization within a con- 
stituent Synod of the United Lutheran Church.

many and faithful in their attendance. The spirit was 
earnest and the discussions were on a high plane. The 
meetings began with a communion service and rally 
sermon and were well handled by President Geelhaar 
and Secretary Miss Keil. Five new Leagues were added 
to the membership: Sebastopool, Montreal, Elmwood, 
Milverton and Waterloo Junior. 

The League emphatically demonstrated its loyalty 
to the educational institutions at Waterloo not only by 
continuing its regular budget for the endowment fund 
and student aid, but by pledging a special contribution 
during the next four years of $4,000, to be divided 
equally between debt reduction and seminary chapel. 

The new officers of the League are: President, Mr. 
E. Berner, of Guelph; Vice-President, Mr. J. Lauman, 
_ of Waterloo; Recording Secretary, Miss C. Seltzer, of 
Tavistock; Treasurer, Mr. F. Dobrindt, of Welland; 
Literature Secretary, Mr. C. Schaus, of Hanover. The 
General Secretary is to be appointed by the Executive 
Committee of the Canada Synod. The delegates to the 
Omaha Convention of the Luther League of America 
are: Miss Seltzer and the General Secretary, with Mr. 
Dobrindt and Miss Keil, alternates.

THE ABUNDANT LIFE OR 
SUPREME HAPPINESS 
Lydia A. Smith, Charleston, S. C. 

Parents who love their children want them to be 
happy; and God, our Heavenly Father, wants us to be 
happy, too. He isn’t a glum, gloomy, grouchy God. 
All thru the Bible we see words of joy as: rejoice, sing, 
joyful, gladness. The angel that first Christmas Morn 
uttered words of happiness—‘“Be not afraid; for behold, 
I bring you good tidings of great -joy, which shall be 
to all people.” 

We all wish to be happy, and we are not wrong in 
wishing it. “A happy man or woman”, says Robert 
Louis Stevenson, “is a better thing to find than a five 
pound note.” The happy person is a radiating focus 
of good will; and his entrance into a room is as though 
another candle had been lighted. But what makes life 
really happy? 

True and enduring happiness must be built upon 
the right foundation. The foundation must have to 
do with what is most important in life. We certainly 
are not satisfied with building on mere trivialities. 
Often has one heard this said: “Just let me have plenty 
to eat and a place to sleep, then I’ll ask nothing more.” 
Eating, drinking, ‘sex-indulgence—oh, how many lives 
seem to be filled with these and nothing more. Are 
you satisfied to live the life of a mere animal? Oh, no! 

Let us consider some important things of life that 
might make us happy. The thrills of making money, the 
satisfaction of achieving work, delights of the mind, 
solving a complicated problem, following out the in- 
triguing plot of a story, experiencing the thrill of a new 
discovery, joys of social intercourse—all these belong 
in the category of high worth. Fine, enjoyable, ennobl- 
ing and worth while, as many of these things are, still 
we have not reached the ultimate answer to, “What 
makes life really happy?” A voice within seems to 
say: There is something higher above all this. I delight 
in material goods, but I know also of spiritual riches. 
I find satisfaction in earthly achievements, but I long 
for the development of character. I crave expression 
for the capacities of the soul. I am appealed to by the 
charm of the lovely, but I appreciate also the beauty 
of holiness. I am fond of the fellowship of men, but 
I am made for the fellowship with God. So then, 
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Happiness, to be true and enduring, must include the 
happiness of the soul, and the happiness of the soul 
depends upon a right relationship with God. The first 
requirement or a right relationship with God is to be 
a Christian. In Luke 10:27 we find the Christian’s 
primary responsibility. “Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy strength and with all thy mind; and thy neighbor 
as thyself.” So if we are to seek abiding happiness, we 
are not to be selfish. We are to know our neighbors, 
become friends with them. 


John 15:12-15: “This is my commandment, that ye 
love one another, even as I have loved you. Greater 
love hath no man than this, that a man lay down his 
life for his friends. Ye are my friends, if ye do the 
things which I command you. No longer do I call 
you servants; for the servant knoweth not what his 
lord doeth; but I have called you friends; for all things 
that I heard from my Father I have made known unto

you. 

So long as we love, we serve; so long as we are 
loved by others we are indispensable; and no man is 
useless while he has a friend. Friends are necessary 
to a happy life. To have friends you must prove your- 
self friendly. Friendship is essentially unselfish. Some- 
one has said that “Friendship is a chain of gold, shaped 
on God’s all perfect mold.” 

Another unselfish element in true friendship is 
honest and useful work in self-support, with something 
left over with which to help others. Idleness is the 
most deadly boredom that life can know, and hard work, 
honestly done, with just pride in efficiency and skill, 
is life’s fundamental blessing. 

An expanded life is of the very essence of unselfish- 
ness. Paul’s happiness consisted in part in the very 
fact that he had large interests in life. Much of happi- 
ness depends upen great breadth of interest. Joy is 
the tingling sense of being fully alive, and that cannot 
come to narrow minds, absorbed by selfish concerns. 

“Even as the Father hath loved me, I also have 
loved you: abide ye in my love. If ye keep my com- 
mandments, ye shall abide in my love; even as I have 
kept my Father’s commandments, and abide in His love. 
These things have I spoken unto you, that my joy may 
be in you, and that your joy may be made full.”"—John 
15:9-11. 

In these words we observe the Master's earnest 
desire to share with His disciples the best blessings He 
had. His peace, His love, His joy—He did not wish to 
keep them to Himself. And undoubtedly the more He 
shared, the more He possessed, for spiritual goods 
always multiply by division. Are we not facing here a 
basic truth in our lives? Before we can fully enjoy 
anything we must share it. Even a good book, good 
music, beautiful scenery—anything is enjoyed the more 
when we divide with others the experience, But this 
prerequisite for full happiness is distinctly unselfish. 


Paul had spiritual resources within him on which 
even in his Roman prison he could fall back for recrea- 
tion and refreshment. The days arrive when happiness 
cannot spring from outward circumstances; we must 
discover it within, and carry it with us amid forbidding 
conditions. “The man who lives only for himself hates 
nothing so much as being alone with himself.” So you 
see the Abundant Life must be full of unselfish thoughts. 
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Paul loved life as few men ever did. Everyday of 
his life was filled with gratitude to God. In his farewell 
words there is the unmistakable accent of a victorious 
and joyful spirit, as recorded in Il Timothy 4:6-8. “For 
I am already being offered, and the time of my de- 
parture is come. I have fought the good fight, I have 
finished the course, I have kept the faith: henceforth 
there is laid up for me the crown of righteousness, 
at that day; and not to me only, but also to all them 
which the Lord, the righteous judge, shall give to me 
that have loved his appearing.’ This is the secret of 
his joy: he had lived his life for a cause that is worth 
living and dying for. The deep satisfactions of a 
purposeful existence, dedicated to a worthy end, remain 
with him to the death. Alfred the Great said, ‘That 
whilst I live I wish to live nobly, and after life to leave 
to the men who come after me a memory of good 
works.” We should all live our lives so that we will 
leave a favorable memory after us. This reminds me of 
a verse: 


“Lives of great men all remind us, 
We can make our lives sublime: 
And departing leave behind us 
Foot-prints on the sands of time.’’ 


We want happiness for ourselves; we want for our- 
selves a full, rich, vibrant life and this clamorous self- 
regard seems desperately at war with self-sacrifice. Of 
all arresting words of Jesus, none is stranger than this 
declaration on this seeming conflict between self-regard 
and self-renunciation. “Whosoever would save his life 
shall lose it: and whosoever shall lose his life for my 
sake shall find it.” Also, “I came that they may have 
life, and may have it abundantly.” 

If you wish blessedness, head for service; if you 
wish the crown of joy, take up the cross of sacrifice; if 
life is to be yours, lose your life in other’s lives and in 
causes that have won your love. Abundant living and 
sacrificial service are not mutually exclusive, one is the 
road to the other. Self-sacrifice is not, therefore, a 
bitter amputation of our personalities. It is the en- 
largement of our personalities to comprehend the inter- 
ests of others. 

Men find it easier to die for a cause in a crisis than 
to live for it in ordinary hours. They do not really 
believe that self-realization through self-surrender is a 
universal law of life. But the Master saw this principle 
not as an occasional motive in a tragic hour, but as the 
common property of all hours. He saw that as surely as 
a seed must give itself up or else fail of increase, so only 
in sacrificial service can men find the secret of abundant 
life. John 12:24.

AN INDIAN PASTOR WRITES 
Rev. R. D. Philip Augustus, now pastor at Tarlupad, 
tells a bit about himself and his work. Isn’t it fine to 
have such Christian contacts across the seas? World 
brotherhood follows the banner of the cross. 


Tarlupad, Nellore District, South India, 
September 3, 1928 
WeareSin: 

Please allow me to introduce myself to you as R. D. 
Philip Augustus. I am most thankfully receiving every 
month since March, a copy of the Luther League Re- 
view. This copy is a very great help to me to write 
and publish topics, etc, for our Lutheran Societies out 
in the Andhra Evangelical Lutheran Church of the 
OEE te. WE 

; After Dr. J. Roy Strock returned from America, a 
special step has been taken by the Synods and the 
Andhra Evangelical Lutheran Church to revise, reform 
and reorganize our Lutheran Societies on Lutheran lines 
and with Lutheran names. The resolutions of the Sytiods 
and the Andhra Evangelical Lutheran Church were 
published and sent to all the pastors, missionaries, and 
workers of the whole Church and a separate place for 
the topics was granted in the Andhra Lutheran, our 
monthly magazine. 

During the month of February, when the All India 
Lutheran Convention met in Guntur to meet Dr. Knubel 
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and Dr. Miller, a paper was read on “United Efforts in 
Young People’s Work.” The paper was appreciated and 
a special committee, of which Dr. Strock is the chair- 
man, was appointed to bring in final resolutions. The 
committee met and they have sent in their resolutions 
to the President of the All India Lutheran Convention. 
We hope some definite action will be taken during the 
coming December Convention. I am enclosing a copy of 
the Gospel Witness (page 282), for your information. 

It is my longing and earnest prayer to see that the 
Luther League is organized in all its departments 
throughout the Lutheran Church in India. It is on its 
way. Pray for it that the day may come soon. 

I am exceedingly glad to see in July Review that 
something is written about Rentichintala and the work 
there. Yes, it is a beautiful work piece of the U. L. C. 
M. The buildings, the institutions, the people and the 
beautiful marble church are all a wonder to any worker 
and a visitor. I enjoyed my pastoral work there for four 
years and it was a great privilege to me to serve in that 
church until May, 1928. 

During last April Synod, I was transferred here to 
work in connection with the Training School for the 
Master and few other congregations around this place. 
There are about one hundred young men in the school 
excluding the younger ones in the model section. We 
have a very good staff and a very interesting work is 
going on. My wife and myself are very glad for this 
opportunity and we are trying to serve Him and His 
people here. Rev. and Mrs. Rupley are our missionaries 
and they are very good missionaries to the people, work 
and country. 

The other day when I told Mr. Rupley that I was 
going to write you soon, he said that you both were or- 
dained together one evening in a church, and he knows 

This gave me a little more strength to write you. 
Kindly arrange to send me all necessary information 
about the Luther League of America and its various 
departments and work. I am anxious to know more 
about the Luther League and I shall be very thankful 
for any literature you will send me on this subject and 
Society. Now and then I read about some books you 
published for the Service, etc. for the young folks, 
which kindly lend if possible. 

Kindly remember me to Dr. L. M. Kuhns and give 
him my kind regards. Tell him that it was I who 
typed the Luther League Constitution for him when he 
visited Rentichintala during 1909, when Dr. and Mrs. 
Albrecht were the missionaries, and when he organized 
Rentichintala Luther League which is still living and 
flourishing. He then came with his brother who was a 
missionary to Japan. 

Well, sir, good-bye! Kind regards to you and to 
the Luther League of America which is helping the 
Indian Church and Andhra Christian College so much 
with its prayers and contributions. May God bless the 
Luther League of America and grant it many more 
opportunities to help the Lutheran young people in India.

‘I had to 
waste my money somehow, didn’t 1?’ I told her. ‘That’s

Luther Leaguers throughout Pennsylvania, 
throughout the Luther League of America, will grieve 
to know that “Pop” Body joined the Church Triumphant 
Saturday, September 29, 1928. Funeral services were held 
Thursday, October 4, from his late home, 414 Chest- 
nut Street, and St. James’ Lutheran Church, Reading, 
Pa. Had he lived until October 8th, he would have 
reached his 87th birthday anniversary. 

Not having the advantages of an education such as 
is enjoyed in this Twentieth Century, he started as a 
pupil at the age of nine years in a so-called Robert 
Raikes school in Reading, learning the A B C’s from a 


yea, 


Comly Spelling Book. His father moved to a place 
where there was no Sunday School, and a year later to 
Bern Township, near West Leesport. Here Jacob Barlet 
conducted a Sunday School class in Reeser’s school. 

It was in this class that Mr. Body first learned to 
read and interpret the New Testament, which book was 
more commonly used than the entire Bible at that time. 

For the past twenty years he was Treasurer of the 
Berks District Luther League, which office he held at 
the time of his death. His faithful attendance at Sun- 
day School was interrupted only ten months when at 
the age of 20 years, he enlisted in the Civil War, serving 
under General Reynolds. After being wounded at 
Gettysburg, he returned home and again actively re- 
sumed his enthusiastic church work. 

During his years of service as a Luther Leaguer, 
he attended twenty-four Pennsylvania State Conven- 
tions, five National Conventions, one hundred seventeen 
Berks District gatherings and eight neighboring District 
Conventions in the latter days of his life, as the 
Luther League work fastly spread over Pennsylvania. 

No one can ever tell the good that Mr. Body ac- 
complished in his quiet and enthusiastic work for the 
Luther League. He was the head of the Luther 
League movement in age, and his absence will be noted, 
not only at the District and State Conventions, but at 
our National Conventions, to which he was a faithful 
delegate and attendant. 

The Luther League of America was represented at 
the funeral by Mr. Harry Hodges, Rev. Robert J. Wolf 
(who spoke tenderly of ‘Pop’s” service in the great 
work of the Christian Church), and Miss Brenda L. 
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Mehlhouse. The Luther League of Pennsylvania by 
President John G. Kurzenknabe; the Vice-President, 
Luther C. Schmehl, a pall-bearer; Mr. and Mrs. M. 
Haller Frey, and Junior Secretary, Mrs. Ralph G. 
Swavely. Many other Luther Leaguers gathered to pay 
their last tribute to this faithful Leaguer who always 
thought of “others.”

A REAL COLLEGE IN INDIA 


Dr. Strock, the President, Writes Enthusiastically 
About College Opening 


Dr. J. Roy Strock is principal of Andhra Christian 
College. In our heading we have used the word “Presi- 
dent” because the title “principal” may suggest to us a 
prep school instead of a college. The English people 
use the word “principal” very often as we would use 
the word “president.” The thing we want to get over 
to our Luther Leaguers is that we have a real college 
established in Guntur, South India. 

Over 300 freshmen were enrolled for this semester, 
and the total enrollment is 735 with 39 professors and 
instructors. This represents 100 more students than last 
year and it has been necessary to erect some temporary 
building and make other alterations to take care of them. 

There is a preparatory school in Guntur but it is 
completely separated from the college department. Mr. 
Fiedler is the head of the prep school. 

In this year’s class, the first woman graduate of 
Andhra University was included. This does not mean 
she is the first woman graduate in this section of India 
because a fairly large number of women have been 
graduated from other colleges. Andhra University has 
been established only two years, so there have been up 
The 
name of the young woman is Miss Nancy Sikhamani. 

The entire student body is not Christian. It is one 
of the big opportunities of the Christian Church to re- 
ceive and educate non-Christian youth. They cannot 
attend a school under Christian management without 
hearing the call of Christ. This year there is a consider- 
able increase in the number of Christian students. The 
largest in the history of the college. 

Luther Leaguers will always be interested in every 
word that comes from the College we think of as “our 
college in India.”

NOTES FROM THE MISSIONARY SECRETARY 
January 27, 1929, A Second Luther League Hall Day 


Some of our Leagues that have not presented the 
pageant, “Under the Southern Cross,” are arranging to 
make January 27, 1929, a second Luther League Hall 
Day, and present the pageant at that time. A year’s 
study of South America as our mission field should make 
the presentation of the pageant even more acceptable 
than it would have been a year ago. Copies of the 
pageant may be secured from Headquarters, free. 

Though the quotas of many of our Leagues have 
been fully raised, interest in our work in South America 
has not diminished. Contributions are still being received 
from Leagues whose quotas have been met. The report 
in this issue of The Review shows that a number of 
over-subscriptions may be needed to complete the 
$12,000 which has been pledged. 

Florida has made the largest percentage of over- 
subscription. The President of the Florida League 
stated that the Florida contribution will probably be 
200 per cent. of the quota before the Omaha Conven- 
tion. Florida was the second State League to meet the 
assigned quota. Wisconsin has joined the ranks of over- 
subscribers and is eighth in line. The order in which the 
quotas have been met or over-met has been: 1. Illinois; 
2. Florida; 3. Nebraska; 4. Maryland; 5. New Jersey; 6. 
Northern California; 7. Pacific Northwest; 8. Wisconsin. 
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Our Students from Buenos Aires 

Two Luther Leagues in Ohio or elsewhere should 
have the privilege of having our two students from 
Buenos Aires take part on the Luther League Hall pro- 
grams on the 27th of January. As was stated in the 
last number of The Review, these young men are stu- 
dents at the Hamma Divinity School, Springfield, Ohio. 
They are two links in our chain of world friendship. A 
number of our Leagues have made contributions to the 
expenses of these two young men who are taking the 
course at the Seminary, preparing for work in our mis- 
sion in Buenos Aires. If your League is looking for a 
speaker for any program, try inviting one of these young 
men. We want many of our Luther Leaguers to meet 
them and hear first hand of our work in Buenos Aires. 


Mission Study Classes 


January is a good time for the first session of your 
mission study class. Have you arranged for its organi- 
zation? If you are a Missionary Secretary and have no 
mission study class in your League, it is your duty to 
arrange for the organization of such a class. If you are 
not a Missionary Secretary, but’ are a Luther Leaguer 
desiring membership in a mission study class, it is your 
duty to ask the Missionary Secretary or the President of 
your League to organize the class, and it is your right 
to be so insistent that your request will be granted. 
“Friends in Africa,” is the book suggested for mission 
study. The fact that many organizations of all de- 
nominations are studying about Africa this year will add 
interest to your study of this mission field so full of re- 
sources and possibilities. At a recent missionary con- 
ference a mission study teacher delighted her class with 
her delightful presentation of African conditions and 
African problems. There was a general feeling among 
the members of her class that they would like to go 
home and organize mission study classes if they only 
knew as much as the leader whom they had just heard. 
Though the class was in session for an hour, the mem- 
bers regretted when the time came for the close of the 
period, and were loud in their praises of the leader’s 
ability. A member of the leader’s family who was pres- 
ent at the conference threw some light on the matter 
when she said, ‘Well, hasn’t always known so 
much about Africa. When she heard that she was to 
lead the mission study class, she began to study about 
Africa. We heard Africa at breakfast, dinner and sup- 
per. We were made to look at maps of Africa, and we 
were made to discuss the country, the people and the 
problems of Africa. She told us so much about the size 
of Africa that I. felt that America is very small. She 
practiced on us at home, and I almost feel that I could 
teach a mission study class myself.” 

Leading a mission study class properly is not some- 
thing that can be done without study and without prepa- 
ration. If you are going to organize a mission study 
class, write to Luther League Headquarters for helps of 
various kinds. 


Conferences of Missionary Secretaries 
State and District Missionary Secretaries who have 
arranged informal conferences for Missionary Secretar- 
ies report increased missionary activities in all of the 
Leagues represented in such conferences. Maryland 
has been the leader in these conferences. Maryland’s 
quota to Luther League Hall was the fourth to be over- 
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subscribed. Now the Maryland Missionary Secretary 
is; turning her attention to the organization of mission 
study classes. 
Missionary Day at Omaha 

Do you remember the Missionary Luncheon at 
Salisbury? It was one of the high lights of the Con- 
vention in 1927. The invitation was extended to Mis- 
sionary Secretaries and to others who wanted to be 
present at a Missionary Luncheon. The fact that all of 
the seats in the large dining room at the Yadkin Hotel 
were taken was proof of the missionary interest of our 
Luther Leaguers. At the Salisbury luncheon missionary 
songs were sung, visiting missionaries were presented 
and missionary talks were made. A similar luncheon 
will be arranged for the Omaha Convention. Do not 
miss it. The hotel dining room at Omaha will be larger, 
the invitations are extended six months, rather than six 
hours in advance. Watch for the announcement of the 
time of the Missionary Luncheon at Omaha and arrange 
to be present and get the inspiration that will come 
from the fellowship around the lunch table with many of 
the young people who will want to be enrolled as mis- 
sionary workers. 


PLANS FOR A LUTHER LEAGUE OF INDIA 

“The Gospel Witness’ is a monthly journal pub- 
lished in the interests of the various Lutheran Synods 
in India. The March, 1928, issue contains a splendid 
article on “Young People’s Work” by Rev. R. D. Philip 
Augustus. We are happy to quote: 

“A member of the Luther League Committee of 
this All India Lutheran Convention made the following 
statement at its first meeting: ‘I do not think the time 
has come yet for us to have an All India organization. 
After we grow stronger we can unite.’ 


“Twenty years have passed since this statement was’ 


made, and I am sure you will agree with me that we are 

. stronger now than we were then. We cannot but be 
stronger at twenty, as I have already mentioned. Yes, 
we are stronger to unite our efforts to have an All 
India organization. 

“T propose, therefore: 

“1. That we organize a National Luther League 
to be known as the Luther League of India. 

“2 That the regular topics used in America be 
introduced as far as feasible in India. 

“3 That a monthly review with the name of ‘India 
Luther League Review’ be published with necessary 
explanations of the topics adopted, together with news 
helpful to the India Luther League. 

“4 That each church and society in the different 
language areas be requested to have translations of the 
topics and news printed in their weekly, monthly or 
quarterly journals under a separate page set apart for 
the young people. 

“5. That this Conference make an effort to secure 
the services of an American to be a Luther League 
Secretary for India, and procure his salary from the 
Luther League in America. 

“6 That he be our General Secretary for the 
Luther League in India as well as the editor of the India 
Luther League Review. 

“The Guntur Synod Committee on Young People’s 
Societies recommended the following which the Synod 
adopted since September, 1927. It is recommended: 
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“1. That it is advisable to have one name for all 
our young people’s societies that are within the congre- 
gations of our Synods. 


“2. That by doing so, we set an example to all the 
Lutheran churches in India, and encourage them to fol- 
low us. 

“3. That we officially recognize the following feur 
societies in our congregations: 


For Grown-up Men—Lutheran Brotherhoods 
For Grown-up Women—Lutheran Women-Samaj 
For Young People—Luther League (Senior) 
For Children—Luther League (Junior) 


“4. That missionaries, pastors and church councils 
take necessary action to change the name of any society 
in any of their charges not recognized by the Synod. 


“At present, plans are being perfected to submit to 
our Executive Committee a definite proposition with re- 
gard to a Luther League Secretary in India. It is hoped 
that $25 per month may be written into our 1929 budget. 


“Blest be the tie that binds 
Our hearts in Christian love.” 


LATE PUBLICATIONS 


We are indebted to the R. R. Bowker Company, of 
New York City, for a copy of their new “Picture Map 
of the Holy Land,” which sells at $2.50. It is designed 
and colored by Harold Haven Brown, for many years 
head of the John Herron Art Institute, of Indianapolis. 
The map covers the Bible lands from the Forest of 
Lebanon to Mt. Sinai, and includes insets of Jerusalem 
and the environs, the elevations and depressions, and a 
contour map. It is beautiful enough for any wall and 
serviceable enough for any classroom. 

Our own United Lutheran Publication House has 
two offerings this month. ‘The Parish School” is here 
in greatly enlarged form and most attractively printed. 
It will now be a monthly (excepting July and August) 
with the Secretaries of the Parish and Church School 
Board as editors. The price is $1.00 per year or 80 
cents in clubs of five or more to one address. We read 
the first number with real delight and congratulate all 
workers in the Church School and all interested in re- 
ligious education on the prospect of this monthly visitor. 
The enlarged magazine undoubtedly represents a finan- 
cial risk for the United Lutheran Publication House, 
and in order to insure its future, every one interested 
should make sure the question of subscriptions is taken 
up at Sunday School Cabinet meetings and the like. 

Bigger and better than ever is the “New Lesson 
Commentary” for the 1929 Uniform Lessons. Drs. Wiles, 
Hunton and Smith are the authors, and the price is $1.75. 
The year’s scheme of lessons include series on “Some 
Great Christian Teachings,’ ‘Prophetic Teaching and 
Leadership of Judah,’ and “Some Social Teachings of 
the Bible.” Teachers simply must have this volume. All 
Bible students will find it a splendid addition to their 
reference libraries. Such a commentary is not the result 
of one year’s work. Year by year as the material has 
been prepared for the printer, experience has played its 
part in producing a better teacher’s aid. The Commen- 
tary bears a date, 1929, but its service as an interpreter 
of Scripture is permanent. 
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MANY FOREIGN DISASTERS RELIEVED BY 
AMERICAN PEOPLE THROUGH RED 
CROSS IN PAST YEAR 

Humanitarian service in time of others’ need is one 
of the characteristics of the American people. This 
desire and ability to help is reserved not alone for 
stricken communities of our own country, but is avail- 
able with equal whole-heartedness for those of other 
lands. 

While the people of the Country, through the 
American Red Cross, rendered assistance in a great 
many disasters at home in the past year, foreign suffer- 
ers in need were not over-looked. 

The American Red Cross, in the past year, sent 
material aid in such foreign disasters as the Bulgarian 
earthquake, similar disasters in Smyrna, Greece and 
Palestine; famine in Albania, a landslide in Brazil, floods 
in Mexico, and in Liechtenstein-Switzerland; and a fire 
in Manila. 

Numerous valuable projects abroad were fostered 
by the American Red Cross, such as the School for 
Nurses, Warsaw, Poland; and assistance to a similar 
school at Sofia, Bulgaria; maintenance of a Boys’ Voca- 
tional School at Tirana, Albania, and a long lst of pro- 
jects in various parts of the world in connection with our 
insular Red Cross Chapters. 

Membership in the American Red Cross not only 
makes one automatically a participant in such services, 
in spirit, but lends active support to making these sery- 
ices more effective. This year, during the Twelfth An- 
nual Roll Call, from November 11 to 29, the Red Cross 
is appealing for five million members. 


OUR NEW OBJECTIVE 
The objective of the Luther League of America for 
1929 is not a financial one, but a gift rather of service— 
the Organizing of One Thousand Junior Leagues! 
This is not a matter for the Junior Leagues them- 
selves, but it is the responsibility of every Senior League! 
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To reach this goal, we must have the co-operation of 
every Senior League. Plan for these several items at 
once—the campaign is on—and we stand ready at Head- 
quarters to help in any way possible: 

1. Plan to attend the “Nation Wide Junior Rally” 
to be held on November 10th. There will be one near 
enough for your Senior League to be represented. 

2. Appoint a Special Committee to have charge of 
the 1929 Objective. They are to help your District or 
State reach its quota of new Junior Leagues. 

3. Appoint a Junior Secretary, whose work it shall 
be to sponsor the organization of the children into a 
Junior League. 

4. Send to Headquarters for organization litera- 
ture and plans. This is free. 

5. Ask your District or State Junior Secretary to 
come to your Senior League meeting and talk to the 
Leaguers concerning the value of a Junior League. 

6. Report the organization of the League to Head- 
quarters as soon as possible aiter the first meeting. 

If each Senior League would, at its next business 
meeting, pass a resolution to carry out the above—and 
then carry it out—the success of the campaign would be 
insured immediately. 


A BUSINESS-LIKE LEAGUE 


We cannot help being impressed with the business- 
like way in which the North Carolina League operates. 
The printed minutes are now available and represent as 
complete a record of work done, as found in any Syn- 
odical minutes. 

The Luther League of America also remembers with 
appreciation the fact that this is one organization that 
always seems to have money for its needs. We usually 
receive a check for the entire year’s dues on or about 
the first of January. Last year a good bit was paid 
before the first.

: CANADA 
Biennial Convention Was Wonderful Success 
Luther League of Canada Strikes New High Note in Ideal of Its 
Outlook, Contribution to the Church, and in Perfecting 

' _ Its Own Organization 

Words almost fail us to adequately report the Biennial Con- 
vention of the Luther League of Canada, held in St. John’s Church, 
W aterloo, on Sunday and Monday (Labor Day), September 2 and 
3. Besides, we are still too close to it to fully comprehend the 
significance of all its actions, and we shall leave this until the next 
issue. Below is a report of what the Convention did. It may not 
be complete, (space and memory make that impossible), but the 
main points are given, 

That it was a wonderful success is universally conceded. In 
our young life, we have been at quite a number of conventions, but 
there has never been one that approached the 1928 affair. There was 
an enrollment of over 300; about 175 took part in the Communion 
Service, Sunday evening; there were very good attendances at the 
Monday sessions, and some 200 at the banquet that evening. 

There was a mass of business before the Convention that kept 
it going away past the adjournment hours, and, even so, several 
addresses and papers had to be cancelled for lack of time. The 
efficient chairman, Rey, R. B. Geelhaar, kept business moving, and

Mr. Roberts had charge of the service, and Rev. R. B. Geelhaar 
read the scripture lesson from Ephesians 6:10-20. The Rally Ser- 
mon was given by Rey. Dr, Willison, of Hamilton, who spoke from 
the text, Philippians 3:14. ~_ 
Dr. Willison, after outlining the love which St. Paul had for 
the Philippians and remarking that the apostle had written from 
the fullness of his heart to them, gave a helpful exposition of the 
text under three headings: (1) A definite aim; (2) An earnest 
endeavor, and (3) A Confident hope. ‘St. Paul had these three,”’ 
said the speaker, “as had many other famous men of God. Youth 
is the time when young people should have this ‘definite aim’ set 
before them and an earnest endeavor is necessary to keep our eyes 
straight for the goal. There is too much wobbling by Christians,” 
he said. “Lastly there is a confident hope that the reward at the end 
of lfe’s road will be more than our efforts, no matter how good, 
deserved.’ Dr. Willison’s excellent address made a deep impression 
on the large congregation.

Affiliation with Luther League of America 


Strangely enough in view of the importance of the question, 
there was comparatively little discussion when the matter of affiliat- 
ing with the Luther League of America was brought up. There 
was a motion that the matter be again tabled, but a previous motion 
to aftiliate carried by a large majority. 

Rev. A. J. Traver, of Philadelphia, General Secretary of the 
Luther League of America, was present, and his plea for affiliation 
no doubt carried tremendous weight. As he pointed out, it was 
an anomalous situation that the Canada Synod, Women’s Mission- 
ary Society and Light Brigade should join in the United Lutheran 
Church and its societies, while the Canadian Luther League held 
aloof. He asked that as two other Synodical Leagues had already 
joined the Luther League of America this year, that we do likewise. 

The Committee on Affiliation’s report was comprehensive, but neu- 
tral, recommending discussion of the question by the Convention. 

Signed by Rev. W. H. Knauff, Rev. John Schmieder and Miss 
C. Seltzer, the report pointed out that “affiliation may be to the best 
interests of our own League as well as to the Luther League of 
America. It may bring nothing but good. It may be God’s will.’’ 
Further, were given: (1) By affiliating, the Luther League of 
Canada would seem to be doing the natural and logical thing— 
what the Canada Synod did in 1918 when it associated itself with 
other Synods to form the United Luthearn Church. (2) Our 
affiliation would bring the Luther League of America just so much 
nearer their aim of organizing under its banner the youth of the 
entire United Lutheran Church for service in God’s Kingdom. (3) 
Our Luther League would receive the inspiration and the larger vis- 
ion of the Church’s greatness which comes from association with the 
larger body. On the other hand, there would come to the Luther 
League of America perhaps, also a wider vision and a compulsion 
to see in the Lutheran young folks of Canada their brethren and 
members of the same household of faith. The practical realization 
of this oneness of faith among our young people should prove a 
blessing to the entire Church. (4) Affiliation would entitle the 
Luther League of Canada to the services of the officers and especially 
the Secretaries. (5) It would make their literature and their entire 
work our own in a way in which it is not now our own. 

The Committee, presenting views against affiliation, pointed out 
that we would be called upon to pay 25 cents per capita to the 
Luther League of America; we would be obliged to send delegates 
to their conventions to reap the full benefit (this year the conven- 
tion will be held in Omaha, Nebraska, and travelling expenses would 
not be light); but swe would be excused from special objectives. 

Rey. Traver, naturally, was delighted with the Convention’s 
decision to affiliate. Miss C. Seltzer was elected as delegate to the 
Omaha Convention, with Miss L. Keil as alternate. The General 
Secretary, to be appointed by Synod will be the other delegate. 


Enjoyable Banquet 


The “high light’? of the social features of the Convention. was 
the banquet on Monday evening in the Crystal Ballroom of the 
Walker House, Kitchener. Almost 200 attended, and we doubt if 
any of them didn’t have a real good time. The dinner was of a 
splendid nature, and during courses, various Leagues gave their 
songs and yells, Waterloo being particularly to the fore when John 
Lauman led his “gang’’ around the tables, singing their songs. 
Short addresses in a happy vein were given by the chairman, Rev. 
C. S. Roberts, of Waterloo; Rev. A, J. Traver, of Philadelphia ; 
Mr. H. H. Wahl, of Tonawanda; Miss Laura Keil, of Guelph; and 
Rey. A. G. Jacobi, of Morrisburg. Miss Hanacher, Messrs. Henry 
Heldman and Howard Scheifele, and Misses Conradine and Hilda 
Schmidt, of Waterloo, provided entertaining features. 


Raise $2,000 for Waterloo Seminary in Next Two Years 


The Convention accepted some real financial obligations when 
they not only adopted an $820 budget, plus 5 cents per capita for 
local purposes, and 25 cents per capita for the Luther League of 
America (these two amount to oyer $300), but, in addition, agreed 
to raise $2,000 for Waterloo Seminary Board. In other words, that 
means over $4,000 in two years. Seems like a lot, putting it that 
way, but we have considerably over 1,000 members, and this cam- 
paign will show how our young people will respond to special 
campaigns. It was also further understood that the Leagues want 
to furnish the chapel of the new Hoffmann Memorial Hall, whenever 


this is erected. 
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_The treasurer’s report by John Lauman showed total receipts 
during the biennium of $2,357.16, including a balance of $954.16, 
$658.72 for 1927 apportionment, $560.05 for 1928, $130.70 in interest, 
and other smaller amounts. Expenditures totalled $1,683.85, in- 
cluding $1,000 for a Seminary Endowment Bond, $377.07 for Stud- 
ents’ Aid, and $180 for the Luther League Department. There is 
a balance of cash on hand of $668.31, and $1,500 in the Seminary 
Endowment Fund. 

This year’s budget included $300 for Seminary Endowment Fund, 
$120 for the printing of these pages, and the amount for Students’ 
Aid was increased from $200 to $400. This was done on recom- 
mendation of the Chairman and Treasurer of the Aid Fund, Revs. 
Stockmann and Knauff, who pointed out that their expenditures are 
increasing and the balance they had is disappearing. 

_. The $2,000 for Waterloo Seminary was first suggested to fur- 
nish the chapel of the proposed Hoffmann Memorial Hall, but the 
recommendation of the Western District, that this sum be granted 
to meet the more pressing financial requirements of the Seminary 
Board, was carried. Several members of the Board, including Dr. 
Willison, the chairman, assured the Convention that such a gift 
would be particularly acceptable, and there is no doubt but that the 
furnishing of the chapel will be reserved for the League, although 
we doubt if this is likely to occur for some years. 


New Leagues Enrolled 


_ .A welcome feature was the enrollment of five new Leagues; 
Senicr Leagues from Sebastapool, Montreal, Elmwood-and Milverton, 
and the Junior League of Waterloo. We believe that there are 
other churches which should have a League, and other Leagues 
which are not now enrolled, and gradually hope that the Canadian 
League will be strengthened and extended.

SEVENTH ANNUAL CONVENTION OF THE LUTHER 
LEAGUE OF THE LUTHERAN SYNOD OF VIRGINIA 


The Seventh Annual Convention of the Luther League of the 
Virginia Synod is now a matter of history. From its opening on 
Monday night to its closing on Wednesday night, there was not a 
dull moment. From the standpoint of members in attendance, from 
the amount of work accomplished, and from the fine spirit that 
prevailed, it was easily the best meeting of the body. Including 
delegates, fraternal delegates, and speakers, there were about one 
hundred and fitty registrants. This does not include a number of 
visitors. The delegates were entertained in the homes of the mem- 
bers and friends of Luther Memorial Church, and in the Y CG 
A. of the V. P. I. Dinner and supper were served in the social 
room of the church. The beautiful parsonage and church lawn, sur- 
rounded by a bank of flowers of varigated colors, formed a beautiful 
background to the scenic effect of the meetings. The Convention 
was cpened at 8:00 P. M., with devotions conducted by Rev. S. Cc. 
Bailentine, pastor loci, who spoke briefly on “Crusade with Christ 


for Evangelism.” Prof. H. S. Stahl presented the greetings of 
Luther Memoria] Church, to which response was made by Miss 
Viv.an Cronk. The outstanding feature of the evening was _ the 


presentation of the pageant, ‘‘When Youth Crusades with Ghrist,” 
by the League of Luther Memorial Church. In this, about forty 
persons participated, in which by song and story, the possibilities of 
youth in winning the world for Christ, were vividly portrayed.

7. Eighty per cent. of members daily reading the Bible. 

8. Eighty per cent. of members regular church attendants. 

9. Seventy-five per cent. of membership enrolled in a, mission 
study or stewardship study class; or, a stewardship or missionary 
book read by each member. 

10. Fifty per cent. of the homes represented in the League 
receiving The Luther League Review. 

11. Some definite work done for two of the three following 
causes: Inner, Home and Foreign Missions. 

12. At least one yearly meeting at which the causes of the 
ministry and the diaconate be presented. 

A League attaining ten! points will be known as a Standard 
League. A League attaining twelve points will be known as a 
Banner League.

in New Jersey both in Andhra Christan College campaign pens 
the South American drive, the New Jersey State League adopt a 
definite objective of its own; that is, either the support of a protege 
or a parish abroad—the selection and amount to be decided by the 
Executive Committee. 

2. That each League appoint a Missionary Secretary whose 
name shall be forwarded to the State Secretary. 

3. That every Leaguer endeavor to follow out the Seven Point 
Program of Missions as outlined by the Luther League of America. 

The Extension Chairman, Mr. Schaediger, reported that with 
the help of the District Extension Chairmen and the officers of the 
State, great progress was made along these lines; 34 Leagues having 
been visited, of which 16 are now members of the State League. 

Miss Martha Fiebke, Publicity Chairman and Assistant Editor 
of the State paper, “The Mosquito,” reported that the paper has 
grown with the State League. She recommended that each District 
appoint a Publicity Chairman to supply the editors with news items. 

The Junior Secretary, Mrs. Alexander Berg, reported that there 
are 11 Junior Leagues in New Jersey, and it is hoped that the good 
work of the Juniors will be continued. 

Ten Intermediate Leagues were reported by the Intermediate 
Secretary, Miss Ruth Weissenborn. 

Mr. Shaediger, New Jersey’s representative on the Regional 
Co-operation Committee, gave a detailed report regarding the purpose 
of calling Miss Tussing, our Regional Secretary, her salary and the 
apportionments of the three States—New York, Connecticut and 
New Jersey; and the financial support received by the three Synods— 
New York Ministerium, New York and New England and the New 
York Synod. A recommendation, passed by the New York League 
at its Convention, was also submitted. .This resolution was as 
follows : “Recommended, That the responsibility, financial and ad- 
ministrative, of the Regional Secretary be under the direction of 
the General Secretary of the Luther League of America, and that the 
Regional Committee be directed to bring this to the attention of 
the State conventions in New Jersey and Connecticut.” 

After a discussion, it was decided to let the situation remain 
as it is at present, with Miss Tussing directly responsible to the 
Regional Co-operation Committee. 

Miss Martha Fiebke, Sustaining Membership Chairman, reported 
that half of our quota of 24 memberships were received to date. 

Mr. Robert Frame, Extension Chairman of Southern District, 
reported that there are now 13 Leagues in his District, with several 
prospective Leagues. These Leagues are engaged in various kinds of 
Mission work. At this time Mr. Frame extended a most cordial 
invitation to hold our next convention in the Southern District. This 
report was unanimously accepted, including the invitation. There 
was a discussion as to the date of the next Convention, but it was 
decided to hold it the same time as usual, viz: Labor Day week-end. 

The Treasurer, Mr. Frame, gave an interesting report of money 
received and disbursed. The Auditing Committee reported that the 
Treasurer’s books were found to be satisfactory. 

The Twelve Point Program Committee reported that two 
Leagues had kept the twelve points, viz: Church of Our Saviour, 
Jersey City, and Holy Trinity, East Orange, but the percentage 
showed that the Church of Our Saviour was entitled to the State 
Banner. Holy Trinity, East Orange, had retained the banner for 
two successive years and if it had received it this year it would have 
been allowed to keep it. But everyone was delighted that the League 
of Our Saviour won the banner, as this is a new League in the State.

A POINSETTIA CHRISTMAS PARTY 


The use of the poinsettia as a motif for a December 
party may not be new, but it is always welcome, as the 
month of December seems peculiarly to belong to the 
Christmas tree, the holly, mistletoe and the poinsettia. 

Decorations should be red and white, of course, and 
poinsettias can either be bought very reasonably or made 
of crepe paper. We make no definite suggestions for 
decorations, as a good deal depends upon the size of your 
crowd and the elaborateness of the occasion. 

Invitations can be written on plain white cards with 
poinsettia seals in the corner. An artist in your League 
can make beautiful posters announcing the party, by 
carrying out the poinsettia idea. 

At Christmas time it is very fitting that we, even 
at a party, remember those less fortunate than we are, so 
we might have an admission charge to this party in the 
form of a gift for some institution—in the large cities, 
for instance, it could be the city or county poor farm. 
Usually the chaplain at such a place is glad to make sug- 
gestions as to just what is needed, and each one can 
bring a box nicely wrapped, with a paper poinsettia on 
top. Think of the joy those beautiful bright boxes will 
bring to someone. 

Then, if you would also like to have a “grab bag” 
among your Leaguers, do so, and set a maximum price 
on the gift. If you should decide to give toys and 
humorous gifts, why not have the Leaguers enjoy them 
for the evening, and then when they have had their fun, 
pack them up and send them to an orphanage?

Sing plenty of Christmas 
Before starting your games it might be well to 
have a serious program—a Christmas playlet, or per- 
haps the Christmas story in song with stereoptican slides. 

The grab bag might come next, so the Leaguers will 
gradually get into the spirit of play, and then the games. 


Circle Chat. Form two circles, one of boys and one 
of girls. Have these go in opposite directions to music. 
When the music stops talk to the person opposite. 
Merely “Merry Christmas” might be said, or if longer 
time is allowed a little informal chat about Christmas 
might be in order. Play this until the crowd is well ac- 
quainted. 


Christmas Ads. For another mixer, the various 
Christmas ads might be used. Clip them from maga- 
zines, pin them on the backs of people and have each 
cne guess each other one. 


Poinsettia Fortune Wheel. Make a large poinsettia, 
fasten it onto a cardboard with a pin in the center so it 
may be spun around. One petal should be pointed. The 
Leader asks a question such as “Who is the wittiest one 
in the room?’ or “Who will go home alone tonight?” 
etc., and, of course, the person to whom the point points

Balloon Battle. Opponents are lined up behind their 
goal lines which are ten feet apart. Inflated balloons 
are placed in the center of the playing space. Oppon- 
ents are given fans. There should be a balloon for 


every six players. The game consists in trying to fan 
the balloons across the opponent’s goal line. If a bal- 
loon touches a player or a fan, that player commits a 
foul and must drop out of the game. The team having 
the most balloons in the opponents territory at the close 
of a two-minute period wins. 


Fire. Choose two leaders from among the players. 
Each leader chooses his side. The sides sit opposite 
each other, the leader of one throws a ball to anyone on 
the opposite side. As he does, he says either “Barthoe 
“Air” “Water,” of “Wire,”and counts tem 

The person who caught the ball must answer before 
he finishes counting ten. If “Earth” was called he must 
name some quadruped found thereon; if “Water,” some 
fish must be named, or “Air,” the name of some bird; 
but if “Fire” was called he must remain perfectly still. 

If the players give a wrong answer or speak when 
they should be silent, they are out, and the leader must 
throw the ball to someone else, but if the players answer 
correctly, it is their turn to throw the ball to someone 
on the opposite side, and the game goes on as before. 

The side whose players stay in the longest wins the 
game. 


My Month. Twelve placards with the name of a 
month of the year on each are posted about the room, 
and the players are instructed to gather around that 
placard bearing the name of the month in which they 
were born. Then each group in turn is called upon to 
select some activity typical for that month and act it 
out. The others endeavor to guess the month by the 
activity represented. 

Candle and Plate Race. The teams are arranged on 
opposite sides of a table. The two players at the head 
of the table are given a plate and a candle and a box of 
safety matches. At the signal to “go” the candle is 
placed on its end of the plate and lighted by the first 
player. The candle is then balanced upon the plate, as 
it is passed to the next player, who receives the plate 
endeavoring to maintain the balance of the candle. 
Should the candle fall over, the player in whose hand 
the plate rests must place the plate down upon the table, 
again stand the candle on its end and pass it on to the 
next player. Should the flame on the candle become ex- 
tinguished, the player in whose possession it is must 
place the plate down upon the table and using the box 
of safety matches, which is on the plate, relight the 
candle. In this way the candle is passed to the far 
end of the table and back. The team first succeeding 
in’ accomplishing this task wins. 

This can be made more difficult by requiring each 
player to keep one hand in his lap during the passing, 
balancing and lighting of the candle. In lighting, the 
next neighbor on the team may hold the box of matches 
while his team mate strikes the match necessary to re- 
light the candle. 

Refreshments—Barberry Jell (red jello with mara- 
schino cherries) and cookies with red frosting or any 
other suitable Christmas cookie. 


Close with the singing of “Holy Night.”

To Leaders: You may help Christmas mean something more than 
shopping lists and parties if you make the most of the opportunities 
of this topic. Questions to be assigned: 1. How is Christmas com- 
mercialized in our community? 2. How can we make our Christmas 
more Christian in 1928 than in 1927? (Assign to five speakers.) 
3. Is Christmas a holiday or a holy day? 4. Why do non-Chris- 
tians celebrate the day?

Grace 


Christmas is a festival of grace. God shows His 
grace to us when without any expectation of return.

Men who at other seasons of the year had been 
stern, unapproachable, were now genial, hearty, easy to 
approach. Those who ordinarily were close, not re- 
sponding to calls for charity, had become for the time 
generous and charitable. Those who had been m the 
habit of doing small and mean things, when they en- 
tered the warm Christmas zone seemed like new men, 
as if a new spirit possessed them. It would be a good 
thing if all the charm of the Christmas spirit could be 
made to project itself into the new year.”

To Leaders: This is a song service and you will require little 
aid in preparing the program. Select eight or ten of the best known 
Christmas carols. As an introduction to singing them, it would 
add interest to tell about the history of the hymn. “The Story of 
the Hymns and Tunes,” by Brown and Butterworth, should be in 
your town or schoo] library and gives just the facts you could use. 
“Favorite Hymns,’ by Dr. Hunton, would also be a help. This 
costs $1.35 and is printed by our publishing house. To give 
variety to your program, you could have some of the classic 
Christmas stories told or read. But be careful not to have the 
stories too long. It is also wise to leave out some verses from the 
hymns when the nearly whole service is given over to song. For 
stories, Dr. Harry suggests in the topics “The Other Wise Man 
and “The Spirit of Christmas,’ by Henry Van Dyke; “The Angel 
and the Star,” by Ralph Connor and ‘Crowding Out the Christ 
Child,” by S. D. Gordon. In the larger Leagues an orchestra 
would be a help and if you have a good song leader the program 
will be better. There should be modest Christmas decorations. An 
offering for some special purpose (as baskets for the poor) should 
be taken. The following clippings may be assigned for reading.

To Leaders: In” planning this program for your Leaguers, you 
must bear in mind that the New Year is just around the corner. 
It is the time when everyone is checking up on the last year’s 
operations, and is laying plans for the new year. Business men are 
dreaming dreams for their business, why should we not dream a few 
about the King’s business. 


Looking Backward 

Taking stock is always interesting, even if it is not 
so heartening at times. Usually though, what we have 
done cheers us if we have done our best. Alpine climb- 
ers are cheered for the climb ahead when they cast 
a glance backward over the path which they have al- 
ready climbed. 

In our Missionary Program the Luther League has 
much to cheer us. In this field we have undertaken and 
accomplished big things for the Master. Elaviemral 
Leaguer speak on “What the Luther League has done 
for Missions in the past three years.” We still point 
with a feeling of pride to the contribution of the League 
towards the building for Andhra Christian College. A 
survey of the territory this college will serve assures 
us that we have made an investment that will repay us 
many, many fold. 

During the past year many State Leagues have 
paid up in full their contribution to the Buenos Aires 
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project. South America, with its untold natural re- 
sources, and its millions of people, offers a broad line 
of endeavor for the Lutheran Church. It is good that 
we Leaguers have a part in this task. 

There are many Leagues, too, which have sent offer- 
ings direct to mission stations in various fields. Some 
Leagues are helping to support missionaries in India 
and Japan. One League we know of supports a native 
missionary. These are facts for us to feel proud of. But 
the best days are ahead of us. 


Looking Forward 


That backward look brought the color to our cheeks. 
Our hearts are beating fast. Let us look ahead at the 
road we will traverse this coming year. The Missionary 
Secretary should make a talk at this time, laying out 
the plans for the New Year. He is the general that will 
direct our activities in this field during the next few 
months. He must have his plan of battle in blue-print 
form, or he cannot hope to do much against the forces 
that hold down. Let him tell the League just what is 
the plan. He will have gotten in touch with the Topic 
Ccmmittee and have laid out his plans accordingly. He 
will be sure that missions gets its place in programs for 
the coming year. He may tell you just what some of 
these will be. He is sure to have a mission study class 
lined up, to be held some time during the year. He may 
tell you the teacher, the book, and the time. That is 
letting you in on the big secrets. A good Secretary is a 
dreamer—dreaming for the Master’s cause. ; 


Education in Missions 


There is no definite missionary objective before 
your League this year if you have met your obligation 
for the Buenos Aires project. What a fine opportunity 
this opens up for us to acquaint ourselves with our mis- 
sicn fields. Our fields are scattered throughout the 
world, and there is an abundance of material on the vari- 
ous countries where we serve. Many books have been 
written recently about India. Stanley Jones’ books are 
the best in this field. A flood of literature has poured 
over the country on China. Japan, as a rising nation, is 
constantly before the public eye. Africa with its new 
commercial developments challenges us daily. That there 
is a need for Christ in the foreign fields needs no argu- 
ment. We must show this need to our Leaguers. A 
two minute talk about each of these countries will show 
the Leaguers this need in brief. 


The Future 


That there are glorious days ahead we are sure. It 
takes no prophet to read the future of Christ’s King- 
dom. It is bound to grow. Workers will be needed to 
“carry on.’ Many Leaguers will learn of the need for 
workers in various countries, and will offer their lives 
to meet this need. It is a great opportunity for Mission 
Secretaries. It is a challenge to them to keep missions 
before their Leagues. In this field we can say: 


“Lead on, O King Eternal, 

The day of march has come;

To “Dearest” Intermediates: 

Erie, Pa., is the focal point of the United Lutheran 
Church in America right now. And believe your ‘Uncle 
Bob,” there is something here in the way of a Luther 
League exhibit to focus the attention of the delegates 
and visitors upon. Yes, I’m here, but that isn’t “noth- 
ing’ compared to what the Leaguers from everywhere 
sent to me to “put up.” The exhibit occupies three 
large tables and three large beaver boards placed behind 
the tables. Every phase of Luther League activity is 
represented, and in laudable form, too. In addition, the 
exhibit occupies the “choice spot” in the spacious Con- 
vention Church. I wish you all could see it. I’m hop- 
ing to send our Luther League printer a picture of it 
to place right here. 

The attention of all Superintendents is called to the 
imperative need of securing the book, “The Other Wise 
Man,” by Henry Van Dyke, in order to carry out the 
program suggestions for the Christmas topic, December 
23rd. Familiarize yourself with the nature of this topic 
by referring to it now. Don’t put it off another second. 
Now that you understand what’s on my. mind, get the 
book. Doubtless your pastor or someune in the congre- 
gation possesses a copy. Advertise your desire to borrow 
it. If this method fails, order a copy from the Publica- 
tion House. It is a book worth having. Either have it 
read by someone with dramatic talent, or better still, 
have the story told. 

I turn my thoughts now to a most important phase 
of Intermediate activity. I refer to the Topics, their 
presentation by your leaders and their participation in 
by the Leaguers. 

In the first place, we are trying our best to get the 
topics to you in a form to provoke discussion and ex- 
pression of opinions. Are we getting that much done? 
Suggested changes, either in additions or admissions or 
alterations will be welcomed. 

In the next place, are the leaders and Leaguers 
‘just reading” the topics as presented in the Review, or 
are they taking the time and using their opportunity to 
give expression to what they think or to that which they 
have experienced? I think this matter of the right use 
of topic discussion is vital. Too much “parrot” use is 
made of the topics materials, and not enough downright 
thinking done. I realize, too, how difficult a thing it is 
to get youth to say something. But unless we get ex- 
pression we won't get much action. 

May I suggest that the program or topics committee 
plan the meetings three months in advance? Post the 
schedule. Meet with each leader a week in advance. 
Discuss the topic and outline every detail in connection 
with its presentation. Then when the topic is started 
keep it going. 

Of course, the Superintendent should not monopo- 
lize the discussion, but his or her voice should be heard 
whenever necessary. 

An occasional “outside speaker’ is desirable, Fresh 
inspiration can be brought to the League in this way, 
but first make sure the person you invite is suitable to 
the occasion.

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PRACTICING THE DAILY GOOD TURN 
Luke 6:31-38 

The idea of doing good originated with God. The 
beginning of the world was declared to be good in 
God’s sight, Genesis 1:31. God showed Adam and Eve 
how to continue in the enjoyment of all the good things 
He created, Genesis 2:15-17.. What good turn did Abra- 
ham do for Lot, Genesis 13:5-11? A close study of God’s 
dealings with Israel clearly demonstrate that He was 
mercifully inclined toward them, and that He expected 
them to be like-minded toward others. 


But the excellent example of God’s goodness to- 
ward men is te be seen in Jesus, “Who went about 
doing good.” Suppose we study some of the good deeds 
of Christ. At the beginning of His ministry what good 
turn did He do, John 2:1-12? In John 6:1-14, something 
is said about feeding five thousand people. Jesus show- 
ing consideration for a woman in Ue 8:1-11. He tells 
us by parable that we, too, should “go about doing 
good,” Luke 10:30-37. Did Jesus, by parable, ever con- 
demn people for not doing good unto others, Luke 
16:19-24, and Matthew 18:21-35?

Why Do a Daily Good Turn? 

For three, and only three, reasons. For your own 
good, for the good of others, and for the good of Christ’s 
cause. When we consider doing good for our own 
benefit, the act of doing’ good must come from more 
than just the desire to be doing something good. Little 
benefit is derived for self in doing good for the sheer 
reason that now a duty is done. Doubtless, many people 
do good without any reflex influence registering joy and 
pleasure in their hearts. The rich young ruler was this 
sort of a daily good turn-er. He never felt the result of 
doing good, so Christ told him to sell all that he had 
and give it to the poor, not so much for the good it 
would do the poor, but what it would do for himself. 
Read Matthew 19:16-21. A further thought in this con- 
nection links up the “doer of good” with the Master’s 
way and reason for doing good, when He says: ‘‘Follow 
Me.” The doing of a daily good turn, in order to benefit 
the doer must be the outcome of following Jesus. There 
are too many people doing good today for the glory 
they get out of it. What has Jesus to say about this 
kind of good turn, Matthew 6:1-4? 

The second reason for doing good is in the benefit 
others derive. In the case of turning water into wine 
Jesus saved his host from considerable embarrassment. 
The good Samaritan probably saved the life of the way- 
side victim. Thus we may say that our good deeds are 
to benefit others in their immediate needs. But there is 
something deeper than that for us to consider. We 
should help others in respect to removing the underlying 
causes that call forth our good deeds. Not all good 
turns go that deep, but many do and such should only be 
done with a view of correcting causes. For instance, 
Jesus in protecting the woman in John 8:1-11 from the 
cruelty of the Scribes and Pharisees, said in dismissing 
her, “Go and sin no more.” Nearly always was this the 
chief reason for Christ’s compassion on the people He 
helped. While He healed the sore, He was more con- 
cerned about getting rid of the cause of the sore. 

You do not benefit a lot of folks by merely giving 
them temporary aid. They very often come back for 
another, and still another, helping. A drunkard is not 
helped by the receipt of a dime to buy a supposedly bite 
of food. The world is full of paupers. Do not waste 
good turns on them. How far-reaching was Christ’s 
goodness in Luke 17:11-19? Were the nine ungrateful 
lepers helped beyond the removal of their leprosy? 

The third reason for doing good to others is for 
Christ’s sake. He wants us to do good. “Go thou and 
do likewise,” He says to us out of the mouth of the good 
Samaritan. Doing good is a mark of true religion, says 
James in his epistle, chapter 1, Verse 27. Most all good- 
ness is traceable to Jesus. Before His coming men knew 
little about doing good. Observe Him addressing us in 
the Sermon on the Mount. 

Jesus did good out of a deep compassion for men, 
Matthew 9:36 and Mark 1:41. Unless we, too, feel kindly 
toward men our good turns had better not be done. We 
should do good daily. The value of daily good turns is 
in the impression made upon our characters to be good.

December 9, 1928 
CHRIST’S MEASURE OF GREATNESS 
Matthew 20:20-29 

Just as there is a true method for measuring dis- 
tance, weight, capacity, etc., so there is a true method 
for measuring the length, breadth, depth and extent of 
man’s character and conduct. Christ is that qualifying 
rule. Inch by inch His divine life was revealed to man, 
and inch by inch man is put to the test alongside the 
“perfect life.” There is no other rule for those of us 
professing to be Christians. No matter what the world 
thinks or says, or what our minds indicate, we qualify or 
are disqualified by the Master’s own very Self. 


The World’s Measure of Greatness 

Today it may be one thing, tomorrow another— 
never stable. “Who’s Who in America” includes the 
name of a man one year and the next year excludes 
him. Why? Because of changing estimates. You may 
decide on your ideal of a man or woman today and to- 
morrow set your star on another. If a second Babe 
Ruth comes along and slams out more home runs than 
the present Babe Ruth, you're off the latter for life. For 
years George Washington was the accepted first great 
man of his country, but today there appear men to dis- 
credit him in our eyes. 

Not only is the world’s measuring stick changeable, 
but it is also inaccurate. Our daily newspapers feature 
“novelty stunters,’ our movie promoters feature “‘brain- 
less and immoral actors” in terms of superlative great- 
ness, and the rabble cheers a Barrabas and sneers a 
Christ. 

The world’s measuring stick is insufficient, too. The 
things that appeal to the world as being marks of great- 
ness are disapproved of God. Our lesson shows up two 
ambitious sons and their mother for wanting “show 
places” beside Christ in the Kingdom. They would have 
been content to enjoy outward manifestation of favor 
and esteem, not so with Christ. He demanded inward 
qualification. Men strain every nerve to occupy posi- 
tions of prominence, only to topple backwards as Christ 
indicates in Luke 14:7-11. 


Christ’s Measure of Greatness 

1. He Himself is the measure. In Matthew 11:29 
Christ says: “Learn of Me.” Paul in Philippians 3:7-9 
tells us what is meant to learn of Christ. Put down 
first of all that initial greatness is to be experienced in 
knowing Christ. One can’t build a life any more than 
he can build a house unless he is master of the tools of 
measurement. A lack of knowledge of these things will 
result in a lop-sided life. The first thing Andrew and 
Peter were invited to do when they met Christ was “to 
behold,” that is, to see, to study and rightly estimate 
Him, John 1:35, 36. 

2. The second measure of greatness is faith in 
Him. Not only is belief in the accuracy of a measuring 
stick necessary, but faith in its use as well. At the time 
of Peter’s experience as recorder in Matthew 26:69-75, 
Jesus was well known to him, but he lacked faith. He 
didn’t trust to use Christ in such emergency. The real 
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test of faith does not come in the Sunday School room, 
but out in the world. The fine thing about faith is not 
in knowing how to exercise it, but “to exercise it.” 
Notice Christ’s estimate of greatness of faith in others, 
Matthew 8:5-10; 15:21-28, and 26:6-13. 

3. Greatness of character. One need not go farther 
than the beatitudes, Matthew 5:3-12, to get a line upon 
his own character. It will pay you well to pause long 
enough to get these measurements. Introduce the word 
“oreat” for “blessed” in each beatitude, and see how im- 
pressive they become. 

4. Greatness in confidence and courage. There is 
no place in the Kingdom of God for cowardly souls. 
David withstood Goliath and Daniel boldly faced the 
lions in their den because they were great in confidence 
and courage. These two attributes go hand in hand. 
Confidence (you may call it faith) in the verity of truth 
and right will make courageous Christians of youth. It 
takes a great soul to battle for the Master. 

5. Greatness is service. I wouldn’t have you think 
that service is everything. It should merely be the ex- 
pression of a love that has imbedded itself in the heart. 
Guard against doing good without being good. Those 
whom Christ commended for service were great in love 
for Him. Why did Jesus refer to children in Matthew 
18:1-3 as being greatest in the Kingdom? 

On the other hand, definite service is required to 
show greatness. Who showed the greatest service in 
Mark 12:41-44? 

Practical Thoughts 

1. Is there any difference in the form of service 
Mary rendered Jesus and that which Martha gave, Luke 
10:38-42? Should we have one or the other or corre- 
sponding portions of both? 

2. Is there any difference in God’s sight as to the 
amount of service rendered by the ten-talented man and 
the five-talented man, Matthew 25:15-23? 

3. Does quantity or quality determine greatness? 
If you give your best and another his best, but in greater 
abundance, are you any less great in the sight of God? 

4. Would the wicked servant in Matthew 25:24-30 
been as faithful as his two companions if he had doubled 
his talent? 


December 16, 1928 


HOW WOULD CHRIST HAVE US 
OBSERVE HIS BIRTHDAY? 
Matthew 25 :34-40 

Suppose we try to answer this question by consider- 
ing the way Christ’s first birthday was observed. To 
do this it would be necessary first of all to read the gos- 
pel accounts of His birth. They are recorded in Mat- 
thew 1:18-2:12, and Luke 2:1-20. 

From our reaging we learn that He would have us 
prepare ourselves for the observance of His birthday. 
During the time of His expectancy His parents made 
ready His coming. We are told by Luke that on a visit 
to her cousin, Elizabeth, that Mary sang for joy, saying: 
“My soul doth magnify the Lord.” We may infer that 
she made every preparation possible for His birth. 

We prepare for the coming of Christmas. Many of 
us start a savings account twelve months ahead, and a 
few weeks prior to Christmas we plan and buy all things 
needed for the occasion. Wouldn’t it be the right thing 
for us to prepare for His birthday, too? How? By 
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laying aside a portion of our Chirstmas money for the 
Church. The Intermediate League has pledged $500 
for Luther League Hall, Buenos Aires. Wouldn’t it be 
fitting to have your League, if you haven't already, send 
in its contribution for this great cause? You have many 
ways to do good with your separated portion. Consider 
them and choose which cause you will foster. 


How? By daily Bible reading and prayer. There 
are nine days until Christmas. Here are nine passages 
of Scripture about the birth of Christ. Prepare yourself 
to observe His birthday by reading a daily portion of 
Scripture as follows: 


Monday, December 17th—Isaiah 7:10-16 
Tuesday, December 18th—Isaiah 9:1-7 
Wednesday, December 19th—Matthew 1:18-25 
Thursday—December 20th—Matthew 2:1-12 
Friday, December 21st—Luke 1:26-38 
Saturday, December 22nd—Luke 1:39-45 
Sunday, December 23—Luke 1:46-56 

Monday, December 24th—Luke 2:1-7 

Tuesday, December 25th—Luke 2:8-20 


2. Christ, I’m sure, would have us observe His 
birthday by a true heart manifestation. Christmas is a 
love gift from God. Read John 3:16. Christ came to us 
—we must now go to Him. He came in love—we must 
go in love. Many churches hold an early morning 
Christmas service. Show your love for your best Christ- 
mas gift by attending services, and go as eagerly to re- 
ceive Him as you do to unpack the gifts received from 
parents and friends. 


Inconvenience yourself a little to do this. 
imagine how long distances were travelled by the magi 
to come to the birthplace of the Lord that first Christ- 
mas morning? Should we not be ashamed for refusing 
to assemble ourselves together on Christmas, though the 
distance be a few blocks and the weather cold. Why not 
observe early Christmas service as a League in the event 
your pastor is not planning one? 


3. The Lord would have us remember the needy 
on His birthday just as His coming meant supplying 
this poor world with a Saviour. “The idea of giving 
presents on Christmas is a lovely idea and we do not 
want to abandon it. The privilege of giving joy to our 
friends is a blessed privilege and we are glad that this 
privilege has been given to us. Our hearts are full of 
the joy about which the angel sang. But there must be 
sadness when we think of the vast throngs of people 
who are not having this Christmas joy which should be 
theirs, according to the songs of the angel.” “Our 
Christmas would be made even more joyful if we would 
know that we had helped even one person to hear the 
message.” 

4. The account of the visit of the magi suggests 
how we should guard against a betrayal of Christ. Had 
the magi returned to Herod with word of Christ’s pres- 
ence in Bethlehem, he would have sent his soldiers to 
kill Him. Instead, the magi departed into their own 
country another way. This thought suggests to me that 
we should manifest the spirit of Christ on His birthday. 
You should be satisfied and appreciative of whatever 
gifts you receive. One of the sad things about the ex- 
change of gifts is the selfishness and ingratitude it en- 
genders among so many. Be true to Christ and do not 
betray Him by wrangling over goods. 


Can you * 
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Discussion Questions 

1. Ought we to give gifts on Christmas to those 
who do not need them? I know of the case of a Luther 
Leaguer who before the war distributed to and received 
gifts from a circle of twenty close friends. At his sug- 
gestion, at the outbreak of the war, the money spent 
during this exchange of gifts was given to some worthy 
welfare cause. The practice continues to this day. 

2. Which is worth more, the value of a gift or the 
spirit in which it is given? 

3. How far is commercialization spoiling Christmas?

ACHIEVEMENTS OF 1928 
Philippians 1:15-21; Psalms 139:1-5 


To leaders: Try and “try hard’’ to draw forth discussion of 
the topic, which I have purposely framed in question form. Where 
a negative opinion prevails where a positive one is called for, or 
visa versa, find out why. Make an effort to secure action favorable 
to adoption of the program of the department. 


Time has three divisions, namely: “the past,” “the 
present,” and “the future;” or putting it in another 
way, ‘‘a yesterday,” “‘a today,” and “a tomorrow.” They 
are independent and exist, so to speak, for one an- 
other. Each prepares, and protects us from the heart- 
aches and mistakes of life, as well as prepares and pre- 
serves for us its joys and benefits. Some folks live in 
the past, others for the present, and still others for the 
future. The real way to live is to live today by the aid 
of yesterday for the good of tomorrow. 

Today we will look back to review yesterday’s 
achievements. Not with a view of resting on those 
accomplishments, but that we might decide on greater 
achievements for tomorrow. Read Philippians 3:12. 


Yesterday? 

As a Christian, what is the biggest 1928 happening 
in your life? What is the biggest thing you did or was 
done for you? Was it going to High School for the 
first time? Was it in the realization of a long-desired 
wish? Or what was it? (To Leader: Urge the Leaguers 
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to state the one big event of 1928. Thereafter, have a 
member turn to Philippians 3:7,8 and read.) Have you 
made progress in the Christian life? 

As a Leaguer, have you taken a willing part in all 
assignments and duties connected with League work? 
Or have you shirked and offered excuses? Do you be- 
long to the would-be-followers of Christ as pictured in 
Luke 14:15-20? 

Sometimes you may think your part in the League 
program is insignificant and that if you fail to do it the 
work will go on just the same. Don’t make such a mis- 
take. Read John 6:1-14. Who in all that beautiful story 
had the least conspicuous part? What if “the lad” had 
refused to turn over the fishes and bread to the disciples? 
Can you afford to withhold your service from the Lord? 

As a League, what have you done during the past 
year? What do you know about the Sixteen Point Pro- 
gram? Have you earnestly tried to meet every one of 
its points? Or have you gone ahead under your own 
colors? Are you a registered League? Do you have a 
Certificate of Registration? (If not, write General 
Headquarters.) 


To Leader: Ask the League if an honest attempt 
has been made to meet Point 1 of the Sixteen Point 
Program. Ask the same question about Point 2, and so 
on down the list. 

The purpose of this topic is to produce the resolve 
that 1929 is going to be a better year than was 1928. 
Now, as you turn your thoughts to a new year, suppose 
you make the following your new year’s purpose: 


My New Year’s Purpose 
To be a little kindlier 
With the passing of each day; 
To leave but happy memories 
As I go along my way; 
To use possessions that are mine 
In service full and free; 
To sacrifice the trivial things 
Far larger good to be; 
’ To give of love in lavish way, 
That friendships true may live; 
To be less quick to criticize, 
More ready to forgive;

RALLY AT ERIE 


On Sunday afternoon, October 14th, during the Con- 
vention of our United Lutheran Church in America, 
the Junior Luther Leaguers held a Rally in Luther 
Memorial Church. About 300, including Junior Leaguers 
from six Erie churches and from Meadville and Warren, 
with their Superintendents, pastors and delegates to the 
Convention, attended. 


The opening worship period was in charge of 
Luther Memorial Junior League. A hymn was followed 
by Scripture, prayer and a psalm by several Juniors. 


A Story Telling Contest participated in by seven 
Juniors was first on the program. Edna Stoffer, of 
Grace, Erie, received the reward, a copy of “Martin of 
Mansfeld,” for the story of Booker Washington, and 
honorable mention was given to Adaline May, of St. 
Stephen’s, and Betty Jane Keller, of First, Warren. 


A Poster Contest, with a dozen pcsters made by the 
Juniors also created interest, and the award, a copy of 
“Around the Clock,” was given to Jean Marie Orton, of 
Luther Memorial, for a missionary poster which she 
entered. Another missionary poster by the Juniors of 
Lawrence Park received second mention. St. Stephen’s 
Juniors with their Blue Bird Poster, showing the growth 
from the Junior League into the Intermediate and Senior 
Leagues, then into the Women’s Missionary Society 
and Brotherhood, and out into the Church, won third 
mention. The judges were Dr. M. E. Thomas, Mr. Harry 
Hodges, Mrs. Smith, and Dr. Alvin Bell, who made the 
presentations. 


A series of exercises were then given by the Juniors.

The Juniors were then treated to a panorama view 
of the whole work of our United Lutheran Church in a 
series of three minute greetings from the Board and 
organization Secretaries present. Dr. M. E. Thomas, 
Board of Foreign Missions; Dr. F. F. Fry, Board of 
American Missions; Dr. C. W. Lewis, Parish and Church 
School Board; Mr. Harry Hodges, Board of Ministerial 
Pensions and Relief; Dr. C. P. Harry, Board of Educa- 
tion; Dr. William Freas, Board of Inner Missions; Mr.

Society; and Rev. Robert Wolf, Luther League of 
America, each told the children interesting facts about 
their respective work. 


A rising vote of thanks, presented by Anita Good- 
ling, of Lawrence Park, was given to the speakers 
by the Juniors. The meeting was presided over by 
Charles Kissinger, of St. Stephen’s Junior League. 


The Rally was closed by the singing of the Junior 
Rally Hymn, followed by the Lord’s Prayer and Bene- 
diction.

Money may be sent to “Treasurer 
of the Board of American Missions,” 39 East 35th St., 
New York. Clothing, light weight only, may be sent 
parcel post to the Board of American Missions, 74 West 
126th St., New York. Why not give the Juniors the joy 
of packing a box for Porto Rico? Remember our twelve 
Junior Leagues in Porto Rico and those in the Virgin 
Islands, and help. 

Reading Course. 
1928 Reading Course. Some Junior League will carry 
away the Banner from Omaha for the best record: One 
Junior League last year had over half its members—

this year. 

South America. Have you sent a contribution for

' Christmas Project. Last year we sent over two 
thousand post cards to Porto Rico. This year we are 
to supply Bibles to be distributed by the Board of Ameri- 
can Missions to the immigrant children among whom it 
works. Two cents buys a Gospel, five cents a Testa- 
ment. Have the Juniors bring the money—as these can 
best be bought in quantity and in the languages needed.
